Twenty Defendants and Their At-

torney Crowd the Courtroom
VVhen the Roil Is Called.

POLICE COURT HEARINGS

GRAND RAPIDS. Mich., Dec. 14. Twen-
ty cases growing out of the Lake Michigan
water deal boodle acandal were on call in
the Superior Court to-da- y, this being the
opening of the December term. The re-

spondents with their attorneys crowded
the space Inside the railing at court. Prose-
cutor Brown announced to the court that
Informations had not been prepared for nil
the cases and that an agreement had been
reached with the various respondents' at-
torneys whereby all cases should go over
for a week, when definite arrangements
for trial will be made. Judge Newnham
accordingly made an order continuing the
case until Dec. 21.

Lant K. Salsbury. former city attorney,
and the man whose confession is responsi-
ble for the arrests made for complicity In
the water scandal, was then called for sen-
tence for accepting a bribe, or which charge
he has already been convicted. The Su-
preme Court afllTmed Salsbury's conviction
on this charge. Assistant Prosecutor Ward
asked that sentence be deferred until the
first day of the next term of court because
of the necessity of keeping Salsbury in the
city to act as a witness in the new cases.
A formal order was made in accordance
with this request.

In Police Court Alderman Malachi Kin-
ney waived examiuation and was bound over
to the present term of the Superior Court
for trial, the bond being fixed at 12.000.
The examination of an Ellen was
then resumed, the reading of Salsbury's
testimony at the first session of the ex-
amination being taken up again.

When asked to-d- ay as to a rumor that
another batch of warrants was to be Is-

sued soon in the water cases Prosecutor
Brown said: "There will not be any batch
of them, but we may get out one or two
Individual warrants in a few days. I can-
not say anything more about them at pres-
ent."

Alderman Johnson waived examination in
police Court and was bound over to the
present term of the Superior Court under
$2.000 bond.

Ex-Alderm- an John Muir followed the
same course taken by Alderman Johnson.
No testimony was offered in the Police
Court in his case and he also was bound
over to the present term of the Superior
Court.

CHARGE0F INTERESTS

Consolidated Lake Superior Cases
Under New Jurisdiction, Which

May Prevent Speyer Sale.

THE SPEYERS SAY NOT

TORONTO. Ont., Dec. 14. The court here
will wind up the Consolidated Lake Supe-
rior Company and all proceedings in any
way related to that company must now
be with the consent of the Canadian courts.
A voluntary liquidation order has been
granted by Justice MacMahon to three
Philadelphia shareholders. Spencer Love,
representing the Consolidated Company,
consented to the order being granted and
the Toronto General Trusts Corporation has
been appointed to act with John G. Carruth,
of Philadelphia, as provisional liquidators.

This course will. It is said, prevent the
sale by Speyer & Co. in New York w.

Under the winding-u- p act all proceed-
ing relating to the company must be with
the sanction of the court and the court has
not sanctioned the sale in New
York. The proceedings to-da- y will, the
company's representatives say, have the
further effect of bringing the Speyer claim
before the Canadian court for investiga-
tion.

James Birkneil, who is now In possession
for Speyer & Co.'s receiver, says this move
on behalf of the company will not adversely
affect Speyer & Co. and will not put the
Consolidated Company in any better posi-
tion.

Sale Probably Will Be Made.
NEW YORK, Dec. 14. In all probability

the sale of the securities of the Consolidated
Lake Superior Company, deposited against
a loan by Speyer & Co., will be made with-
out further delay. The representatives of
the Speyer interests Intimate that they are
unable to meet the terms asked for by the
reorganization committee. It is possible,
however that something may intervene to
cause another extensiou. A member of the
firm of Speyer & Co. said to-da- y that there
had been no change in the situation and
representatives of the reorganization syn-
dicate would have until the last minute to
produce the necessary cash to repay the
Speyer syndicate loan.

KANSAS CITY MAN AND
HIS NURSE MISSING

Two Disappearances in Quick Suc-

cession Alarm a Lumberman's
Relatives in Ohio.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 14. The strange dis-

appearance of Alpheus, Young, aged sixty
years, a wealthy lumberman of Kansas
City, who owns large timber tracts in
Texas, has alarmed his relatives. Young re-

cently started from Southern California to
visit relatives at Milford, O. He left Cali-
fornia In charge of a nurse, but when he
arrived here neither the nurse nor any of
his large quantity of baggage could be
found. No trace has been secured of the
missing nurse and baggage since.

On last Tuesday he vi3ited relatives at
Manchester, O. On Wednesday he disap-
peared in Cincinnati. He is known to have
had a large sum in cash when he was last
seen.

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HEARING IN PACIFIC

MERGER UNDER WAY

Argument on the Northern Securi-

ties Litigation Is Begun in the
Supreme Court.

SO RESTRAINT OF TRADE

Contention of Plaintiff in Appeal Is
that the Consolidation Was a

Protective Measure.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14. Immediately
after disposing of Its routine Monday morn-
ing business the Supreme Court of the
United States to-da- y began hearing argu-
ments in the case of the Northern Securi-
ties Company, James J. Hill, J. Pierpont
Morgan. Daniel S. Lament and others vs.
The United States, coming to this court on
appeal from the decision of the Circuit
Court for the District of Minnesota. The
decision was to the effect that the purchase
of the greater share of the stock of the
two railroad companies constituted a mer-
ger and was contrary to the Sherman anti-
trust law. The case involves the commun-ity-of-intere- st

principle.
There has been much interest in the case,

and when It was called to-d- ay the court-
room was crowded both inside and outside
the bars. Attorney General Knox was
present with quite an array of assistants
from his office, while the opposition also
was represented by a long list of distin-
guished counsel, including C. W. Bunn and
Charles B. Young, former Attorney General
Griggs and John G. Johnson, of Philadel-
phia. Justice Brown was the only member
of the court not present.

The hearing began at 12:20 o'clock and
John G. Johnson, representing the North-
ern Securities Company, made the first ar-
gument. He announced that the railroads
and the Securities Company would desire
to be heard by their counsel, while It was
stated in behalf of the government that
only the attorney general would speak.

After stating the case Mr. Johnson said
the purpose of the Securities Company in
acquiring the stock of the railroad com-
pany had been not to prevent competition,
but to prevent the Injury of its own prop-
erty.

Early in the argument Justice Beckham
asked whether the Securities Company held
the major portion of the stock of the two
companies, and Mr. Johnson admitted that
the company held nearly all the stock. He
contended that, holding the stock, it had
the authority to control it. He took sharp
exception to the decision of the CircuitCourt that the possession of the power
which the Securities Company had was a
violation of the law. and contended thatsuch holding was not In accordance withdecisions of the Supreme Court, which wereuniformly to the effect that it Is the abuseof power, and not the possession of it, thatconstitutes the offense.

NO RESTRAINT OF TRADE.
Mr. Johnson said what he had to say

would be stated In six propostions, which
he would outline briefly as follows: The
first is that there was no agreement, eon-trac- t,

combination or conspiracy to restrain
competition between these two railway
companies or to restrain trade. But that,
on the contrary, whatever contract or un-
derstanding there was in the case, as es-
tablished by uncontradicted testimony, was
to enlarge, to create and in every way pos-
sible to improve trade and commerce.The second proposition is that if tworailway companies, somewhat in competition
with each other, deeid It n....Qc. u
order to sustain their competition against a
uuiu company, wnicn otherwise de-sto- ry

them or greatly interfere with theirusefulness to the public, to combine in anyway for the purpose of protecting themselvesagainst destruction and In order, by meansof that protection, to make a greater com-petition with a greater rival on a greater
scale for their advantage and for the pub-lic's, the court must look to the matter asone of fact to determine whether the realpurpose was to destroy or to lead to de-
struction in order to promote trade by theestablishment of the greater competitionThe third proposition Is that if the hold-ing by the Northern Securities Company ofthe majority of the shares of the two com-panies was a violation of the Sherman actof course an agreement among any numberof persons would be a violation of thatact.

The fourth proposition is that the first sec-tion of the Shvman act does not in anyway condemn as Illegal the acquisition orownership of the shares of two competingcompanies.
The fifth proposition is that the secondsection of the Sherman act does not in anyway condemn the acquisition and holding ofsuch ownership of shares.
The sixth proposition is that If the Sher-man act does condemn as illegal the owner-ship of a controlling interest In the sharesof the competing railway companies, thatit is unconstitutional.
Taking up the propositions Mr. Johnsoncontended that there had been no thought ofrestraining competition in uniting the own-ership of the two railroad companies, butrepeated that on the contrary the purpose

had been to enlarge and promote tradeMr. Johnson closed his argument with aplea to the court to demand of the attor-ney general the citation of some law asauthority to strike down the NorthernSecurities Company.
BUNN 'S ARGUMENT.

Mr. Johnson was followed by C. W. Bunn.
who spoke especially for the Northern Pa-
cific. Mr. Bunn declared that the impor-
tance of the question could not be over-
estimated, and continued:

"The parallel telegraph lines of the coun-try stand on the same footing as naralielrailway lines, as it is common knowledge
that nearly all the telegraph lines of thecountry have gradually come into the con-trol of two companies.
J'In .Lhe samV way you hm t to holdthat the acquisition of parallel steamboatlines is a restraint on int. rstate commerce

And so. if a few Individuals' ownnj? stockin carrying corporations should unite into apartnership, turning the tock in as part-nership assets, you would have the sameunity of ownership and the same conspiracyand agreement, and likewise the same con-
trol, that you have In this case, and mvquestlou is whether it is really a subjectof federal control, or a subject of State con-
trol."

H. contended that there had been no con-solidation, and said if there had been itwould not be in restraint of trade
Mr. BllU was followed bv Attorney Gen-eral Knox for the 1'nited States. The courtwas within three-quarte- rs of an hour of ad-journment when Mr. Knox began hi ad-dress, and he was able to deliver onlv ap rtion of his argument. In beginning MrKnox reviewed the principal facts connectedwith the organization and subsequent his-tory of the Not '.hern Pacific Company itsrelations to the Great Northern RailYo

and other facts out of which the questions
in this case arise, but without extendedcomment. His statemeut of facts In thisconnection was as follows:

First-T- hat tht Northern Pacific Railroadwas built under the authority of the UnitedStates and in the main with capital fur-nish. d by the United States, and that the1'nited States intended, ami attached thecondition to its conribution, that the rail-
road should be a great Independent nationalhighway, and specified that the objects ofits construction was "to promote the pub-
lic Interest."

Second That by different devices em-
ployed during the past ten years the de-
fendants, or some of them, have endeavored
to destroy the independence of the North-
ern Pacific Company and bring it under thedomination of the Great Northern Com-
pany.

SniKMK OF CONTROL.
Third That the Northern Securities Com-

pany is an Instrumentality devised by de-
fendants to acquire, hold and exercise con-
trol over these two parallel and competing
lines of rnilroads; to destroy competition
between them; to create a monopoly of
transportation in the section served by
them and to defeat the condition attached
by the United States to the franchise and
laud grants of the Northern Pacific Com-
pany.

On this statement the attorney general
1j.is.m1 the following propositions:

First That the arrangement effected by
defendants is a combination In restraint of
interstate commerce and is illegal under the

first section of the Act July 2, 1890 (the
Sherman anti-tru- st law.)

Second That It constitutes a monopoly
under the second section of that act.

Third That the court has the power to
prevent, restrain or otherwise prohibit it.

Kurther r vi. wing the history of the
Northern Pacific Railroad Company he said
it was chartered under the provisions of
an Act of Congress approved July 2, lsrt4.

Mr. Knox said Congress gave the people's
land to the Northern Pacific Railroad Com-
pany and to no other company and the
United States is directly Interested in see-
ing to it that the Northern Pacific Com-
pany shall maintain an undiminished abil-
ity to render the service which was the
consideration of the grant, unaffected by
the combination of other interests.

Continuing Mr. Knox said: "Let us next
see what steps were taken to get the North-
ern Pacific property in such situation as
would enable Mr. Morgan to make good his
assurance to Mr. Hill that if he 'failed to
acquire the Northern Pacific stock in the
manner just described they could work In
harmony. A reorganization of the road was
effected and a new company organized
under the laws of Wisconsin with power
to do so, took over the property and fran-
chise of the Northern Pacific Company.

MORGAN DOMINATION.
"By the reorganization agreement J. P.

Morgan & Co. were made 'Managers' of the
reorganization. What is known as 'har-
mony' now prevailed between the two roads
and continued as such until 1901, when the
roads made a joint purchase of the Chi-
cago, Burlington & Quincy railroad. This
partnership In the ownership of the Burl-
ington was almost immediately followed by
the merger of which the government com-
plains."

The attorney general then detailed the
facts connected with the Burlington pur-
chase and the organization of the Securi-
ties Company, and in concluding his pre-
sentation of the evolution of the Securities
Company, said:

"These facts clearly establish that it is an
instrumentality created to control the
Northern Pacific and Great Northern rail-
roads, and through their ownership of the
Burlington to control that road likewise."

At this point Chief Justice White re-
minded Mr. Knox that he had made no
reference in the beginning of his argument
to the Act of Congress organized of the
Northern Pacific road, and asked him if
the case rests upon that Act. Mr. Knox
replied that It did not, and that he had
merely alluded to that legislation in reply
to the reflections that the government had
undertaken to interfere in a case in which
it had nr. interest.

The attorney general was able before ad-
journment to announce only one proposi-
tion by way of argument, and that was
contained in the following sentence: "This
merger of interests was a combination in
restraint of commerce among the States,
and was intended so to be, and with or
without a proved intention, it is illegal, as
by virtue of the combination It is guilty of
the mischief which the law Is designed to
prevent, namely, it brings transportation
and trade throughout a vast section of the
country under the controlling influence of a
single body and destroys any possible ad-
vantage the public might have through any
competition between the two lines."

The court adjourned until w,

when Mr. Knox will continue.

ANTARCTIC EXPLORER
DEPARTS FOR HOME

Xordenskjold Says the Results of
His Expedition Have Added to

Geographical Knowledge.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14. Dr. Nordenskjold
and other members of the Swedish Ant-art- ic

expedition recently rescued by a gun-
boat sent to the Antartic by the Argentine
government, has embarked for home on tho
German steamer Tijuca, says a Herald dis-

patch from Buenoa Ayres, Argentine.
The explorer. Just prior to his departure,

appeared before the Argentine Geographi-
cal Institute and gave a description of his
voyage. He declared the main object of the
expedition was not to make a record over
other parties for advancing southward, but
to make a thorough geographical and bio-
logical study of regions never before vis-
ited.

As for the geographical results. Dr. Nord-
enskjold said he had drawn the first map
of the coast from Belgica canal to the sixty--

sixth degree. All maps of that country,
the explorer said, so far are published, are
inaccurate.

EXCELLENT RUN MADE
IN HEAVY WEATHER

Torpedo Boat Flotilla Arrives at
Port Royal After a Rapid Trip

from Hampton Roads.

PORT ROYAL, S. C, Dec. 14.-- The tor-
pedo flotilla arrived here to-da- y. The trip
from Norfolk to Hatteras was made at a
speed of eighteen knots in smooth water.
Frcm Hatteras to Charleston there was a
moderate gale from the Southeast to South-
west and the flotilla went at speeds of
from ten to fifteen knots. Last night was
spent at anchorage in the Charleston outer
harbor. The run from Charleston. to Port
Royal was smooth.

NO RIVER AND HARBOR

BILL WILL BE PASSER

Pressure for Public Improvements
Is Too Great to Open Flood-

gates of Legislation.

PENSION EXAMINATIONS

New Plan Devised for Conducting
Them Bills Introduced by Leg-

islators from Indiana.

Special tn the Indianapolis Journal.
WASHINGTON. Dec. 14. Internal Im-

provement projects which demand Imme-
diate attention were considered by the com-

mittee on rivers and harbors of the House
at the first meeting to-da- y. It was devel-
oped during the discussion in committee
that so great is the pressure for govern-
ment aid to internal improvements in pro-

motion of the rapidly expanding internal
commerce of the United States that if the
door is opened to new projects by the prep-
aration of a river and harbor bill at the
present session of Congress new enterprises
Involving an outlay of more than $100,000,000

would be presented for the consideration of
Congress. For this reason the plans re-

garding the policy of the committee in re-

spect to a general river and harbor act
were laid over till the first meeting of the
committee In January. The question con-

fronting the committee is whether it would
be preferable to limit the river and harbor
legislation this session to actual needs of
existing projects and bring in a general bill
at the next session or try to get through
an internal improvement bill at this ses-

sion. This will be determined at the next
meeting of the committee.

Soldiers in Indiana will be interested in a
proposition now under consideration at the
Pension Rureau, which, if put into prac-

tice, will result in a radical change in the
manner of examining applicants for perr-sion- s.

It is proposed to abolish the present
boards of examining surgeons and substi-
tute in their place traveling commissions
which shall go from city to city and sit at
stated times for the purpose of examining
such applicants as desire to present them-
selves for the purpose. The system now in
vogue Is regarded by Commissioner Ware
as defective in many respects. He believes
that certain standards which are not possi-
ble under existing conditions should be
fixed. It is pointed out, for example, that
there is no uniformity in the reports of
the boards and that changes in the per-
sonnel of a board frequently result In modi-fle- d

reports when an applicant is examined
the second time. If the proposed plan were
put Into effect the traveling commissions
would work in .accordance with fixed rules
and be under the Immediate supervision of
the commissioner of pensions.
